draws his fu ll salary as su ch, while his su b­ 
ordinates transact the bu siness of the Lega­ 
tion. 


T h e r e are 101 cou nties in Kansas, and the 
Rep u blicans carried ju st 100. 
The little 
Democratic cou nty left over mu st feel al­ 
most as melancholy as the single Rep u blican 
in a Georgia town who voted for Ilarrison 
and got horsewhip p ed. 


Gov. C h ur ch of Dak ota estimates the p op ­ 
u lation of the territory at 700,000.

is a Democrat, bu t be docs not mind, now 
that election is over, giving Congress a p ointer 
on the qu estion of admission.

THE STEALING OF THE HOUSE. 
The Democratic canvassing boards of sev 
eral Southern stales keep right on with their 
scheme of stealing a majority of the House of 
Representatives with the same amount of 
zeal as if they had a reasonable expectation of 
keeping their plunder. 
Yet the country 
needs only to remember that the President­ 
elect and Senate are Republican to compre­ 
hend now futile the project is. Legislation 
can only be transacted by the co-operation of 
the Senate, the House and the President. 
The Senate will ignore the fraudulent House 
and so will the President. The actual Repub­ 
lican majority will organize and elect otlicers, 
whatever the Democratic minority, abetted 
by the men fraudulently counted in may do, 
and the Republican House, the Republican 
Senate and the Republican President 
will conduct the legislation of the nation. 
The Senate will send to the Republican 
House the bills originating in it, and receive 
and act upon those originating in the Repub­ 
lican House. The Democratic rump will 
neither get its bills to the Senate nor the 
President. How long the fraudulently or

learn within the next four years to 
adapt themselves to republican institutions, 
¿here is no reason why they should 
not be admitted. The probabilities point to 
the admission of nine or ten and possibly 
eleven statei. 
The great West has been 
gr awing while the Democratic party stood still 
or went backward. And now when that party 
counts the immense Republican majorities of 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Minnesota and 
Michigan, and the heavy Democratic loss in 
Missouri, it may come to the conclusion that 
the tactics of obstruction, by which great ter­ 
ritories were kept out of their rightful placo 
in the Union, were not good politics.

Tennessee and Florida were admitted before 
their population reached 35,000 each, Ken­ 
tucky came in with 73,000, Ohio with 55,000, 
Arkansas with 36,000 Missouri with 140,000, 
Kansas with 107,000, and Nebraska with 
120,000. Political exigencies had much to do 
with the admission of these states; a small 
fraction of the lawful ratio has never been 
found an objection by a Democratic Congress 
when a pair of Democratic Senators and a 
Representative were to be gahed.

were taken for analysis to Professor Delfon 
taine, a well known chemist.

which means an unusually large amount of 
nicotine was present in them. 
He found that 
nearly al! of them had an unnatural propor­ 
tion of insoluble ash; that several kinds were 
steeped iu an injurious substance, and were 
impregnated with dirt in varying propor­ 
tio n s .— E x c hange .

Tbe following communication has Iieon iv- 
ceived by Thk F r e e m an from Mrs. T. ( ’. 
Albertson, of Highland. Ulster County : 
I am astonished to observe tho tendency of 
some American women to invoke State inter­ 
ference in the liquor trade, rather than to de­ 
pend on voluntary effort. 
You will not have 
made a Nation moral if you compel it to he 
sober against its will. 
What really makes 
sobriety is voluntary self control. 
State or 
church-com pel led virtue never answers, and 
produces what Lord Coleridge terms “ Man­ 
ufactured Crime ” in abundance. 
When we 
are in a Prohibition State we only discover 
ths fact by hearing men tell how the liquor 
law is evaded. 
Law is only respected and 
upheld so long as it is in harmony with the 
moral sense of the community. 
When this 
harmony does not exist the law is broken and 
brought into contempt. 
Now the platform of the Prohibition and 
of the National party, to both of which tt e 
W. C. T. U. is allied, in direct issue with our 
“ Declaration of Independence,” asserts that 
“ Governmentsderive their power from God,” 
and not “ from the consent of the governed.” 
And here is met the double meaning Cleri­ 
calism so delights in, for it may mean the de­ 
nial of all power among men to legislate for 
mankind, leaving everything to the operation 
of God’s laws in nature, or it. may mean a 
God-appointed hierarchy to interpret and en­ 
force the law, as it is found in the Old and 
New Testament, in the traditions of a church, 
or it may he the Koran, or Book of .Mormon, 
according as the followers of either might be 
found in a majority in any community. 
In 
the usual church meaning this declaration is 
treason in every sense in which -ucii teim is 
applicable in our system of Government, ex 
cept by the actual “ levying of war.” 
J esus aspired to rule the willing hearts of 
tuen. 
Any other rule, not strictly parental, is 
despotism, and can only beget hypocrisy or 
slavish fear; never truthful obedience, 
1 
think we all sincerely desire the rule or reign 
of one who cometh to judge the earth in 
righteousness, 
“ rule in equity,” and pro­ 
mote the enjoyment of all in the reaping of 
the results of their labor— “ giving to every 
man or woman according to lu’s work,” and 
by no means, to enthrone brutal force, and 
carnal, 
murderous weayons for ellectiug 
spiritual aims. 
The past is strewn with the 
wrecks of nations and institutions which 
have attempted to make men moral, tern 
perate and pious by coercive measures. 
I o 
see how cruel such rule ha« invariably be­ 
come, we only have to refer to that of the 
church, in suppressing the Albigenses, the | 
Waldenses and in plotting and completing 
the ruin of the Italian Republic of the ' 
sixteenth century. 
We need not go out of | 
our own country and its Colonial history io 
the days of Gotten Mather and the Puritan 
clergy of Massachusetts, whose deeds of 
cruelty 
and blood 
she can never erase | 
from 
her 
record. 
Some 
few 
of 
you ! 
have 
well-attested 
piety 
and 
devotion 
to the religion you profess, and could be safe­ 
ly relied upou in any question of morals or | 
religfbn, as such; but when a question of ; 
subjecting others to our wills is involved, j 
these qualities instead of giving assurance, 
hut excite the apprehension of cool and coil- ! 
« ¡derate minds; for they reflect that the piety 
of “ Saul of Tarsus” did not restrain, hut 
stimulated him to hunt and persecute those 
who disagreed with him in religion; thinking 
he was doing “ God’s service.” 
Thomas de 
rorquemanda was a mo-t devoted and pious 
Christian and so was Cyril, Bishop of Alex- 
1 
andtia, that “ tierce hater of heathens and 
leretics,” who caused the immolation of 
Hypatia, one of the most noble und pure of 
women kind, and in a manner so revolting to 
decency and so fiendishly cruel as to scarce 
have a parallel in the w hole history of re- j 
ligious persecutions. 
The privilege to inter- j 
fere with the individual conscience once 
granted, and superior piety and a deep sense j 
of religious duty make more imperative the 
purpose of coercion and despotic rule. 
The desire to see love aud justice rtitiu 
makes us impatient, I know', of the slow pro- 
1 
giess of the world’s reformation, hut we must j 
remember that the universe is run on a 
broader gauge than our minds c an compass. ! 
We have no proof that God and Christ have j 
authorized any other means of reform than 
through mail's appreciation of good, and per ! 
sonal experience of the results of his action. ! 
It seems to me the very height of presump- j 
tion and blasphemy for any one, however j 
good orgreat, to attempt other means; or to i 
trille with the freedom of man or woman, or j 
interfere in any way to lessen their individual 
responsibility. 
What has been termed by theologians “ free 
will” lias nc\’er been circumscribed and never ' 
can he without reducing man to an irrespon- | 
gible thing. 
God does not enforce virtue, I 
temperance or piety; hut by allowing us to . 
learu by experience “ what is good.” 
For j 
more than 15 centuries the church, however, ! 
has been trying the alternative of iorce and 
superstitious fear, and, of course, has failed 
in employing the Divine sanctions of reason 
and experience, inculcating instead haired of 
diffr ring opinions and bending all moral ax­ 
ioms anil aims to increase her authority and 
maintain 
her power over the actions and 
beliefs of men. 
N o reform or attempt to 
better human conditions but has met her op­ 
position or neglect. 
Progress has come to 
her always from without, never from within. 
And what distinguishes Christianity from the 
elder systems of religion is that she has been 
modified and improved, though often unwil­ 
ling, by the progress of thought going on 
around her. 
The man coerced to virtue is vicious still, 
and only flatters with hypocrisy till espion­ 
age is withdrawn. 
This is proven by the his 
tory of the temperance reform. 
In 18(0 
J ohn 
ltawkins and other self “ reformed 
drunkards” began the Washingtonian move­ 
ment. 
They were not Christians in the 
Church sense, nor political partisans. 
Es­ 
chewing politics and sectarian religion they 
were given a cold shoulder by the formally 
religious. 
At first it was with difficulty that 
a church vestry or school house tould tie ob­ 
tained for their meetings. 
But the intrinsic 
merits of their reform soon gave it power, 
and shortly marked one of the eras of sobri­ 
ety and abstinence in our Nation. 
As soon, 
however, as it became popular and they saw 
the car moving, the clerical, the man of law, 
the politician and physician concluded they 
had best get on gnd rifle. 
The first sgw that 
religion was necessary to make men truly 
temperate—that without grace temperance 
would be counted sin. 
The lawyer discov­ 
ered that the important thiug to do was to 
“ make a law ” in order to give their cause 
success. 
Even the doctor discovered some­ 
thing advantageous to his craft, aud suggested 
the substitution of the apntbecarv for the 
dram shop, and, in the language of a regular 
M. D., insisted that there should he required 
a physician’s prescription, in place of tiie 
dangerous exercise of private judgment in re­ 
gard to stimulants required by the laity. 
But formalism must triumph. 
“ Each is to 
prohibit himself,” and they establish a gov­ 
ernment of self-control; a very different tiling 
from having a government for everybody by 
somebody ! 
The true basis of reform can only he 
effected through liberty, not repression; love, 
not violence; by means of equity and knowl­ 
edge of exact truth as is found in the nature 
and experience of mankind and by promoting 
exact estimates of the value of tilings. 
The 
true home, for which you mistakenly sup­ 
pose we are indebted to the religion of the 
Church, had its origin in the human nature 
developed in such freedom as existed under 
the Germanic tribes. 
The Hebrews and all 
polygamic nations had harems and seraglios, 
out no homes, in the sense you mean; and 
the monogamie Greeks and Latins, with their 
loose sexqal morality, never reached your 
ideal; purity was demanded of the woman 
but not of the man. Docs this “ divine right” 
prohibit and make things right ?

Eacli 
kind was put into a pasteboard box, the lid 
of which was inscribed with a letter. 
These 
were taken for analysis to Professor Delfon 
taine, a well known chemist. 
He found 
that the cigarettes lie tested were generally 
made of tobacco “ imperfectly fermented,” 
which means an unusually large amount of 
nicotine was present in them. He found that 
nearly al! of them had an unnatural propor­ 
tion of iusoluble ash; that several kinds were 
steeped iu ail injurious substance, and were 
impregnated with dirt in varying propor­ 
tions.—Exchange.

I am astonished to observe tiie tendency of 
some American women to invoke State inter­ 
ference in the liquor trade, rather than to de­ 
pend on voluntary effort.

made a Nation moral if you compel it to he 
sober against its will. 
What really makes 
sobriety is voluntary self-control. 
State or 
church-compelled virtue never answers, and 
produces what Lord Coleridge terms “ M an- 
ufuetured Crime ” in abundance. 
When we 
are in a Prohibition State we only discover 
tiis fact by hearing men tell iiow the liquor 
law is evaded. Law is only respected and 
upheld so long as it is in harmony with the 
moral sense of the community'. 
When this 
harmony' does not exist the law is broken anil 
brought into contempt. 
Now the platform of the Prohibition and 
of the National party, io both of which t> e 
W. C. T. U. is allied, in direct issue with our 
“ Declaration of Independence,” asserts that 
“ Governmentsderive their power from God.” 
■nd not “ from the consent of the governed." 
And here is met the double meaning Cleri 
calism so delights in, for it may mean the de­ 
nial of all power among men lo legislate for 
mankind, leaving every thing to the operation 
of God’s laws in nature, or it. may mean a

«¡derate minds; for they reflect tiiat the piety 
of “ Saul of Tarsus” did not restrain, hut | 
stimulated him to hunt and persecute those 
who disagreed with him in religion; thinking 
he was doing “ God’s service.” Thomas de 
Torquemanda was a nio-t devoted and pious 
Christian and so was Cyril, Bishop of A lex­ 
andra, that “ lierce hater of heathens and 
heretics,” who caused the immolation of 
Hypatia, one of the most noble and pure of 
women kind, and in a manner so revolting lo 
decency and so fiendishly cruel as to scarce 
have a parallel in the w hole history of re­ 
ligious persecutions. 
The privilege to inter- | 
fere with the individual conscience once 
granted, and superior piety and a deep seme j 
of religious duty make more imperative the 
purpose of coercion and despotic rule. 
The desire to sec love aud justice reigu J 
makes us impatient, I know', of the slow pro- i 
gress of the world’s reformation, but we must ! 
remember that the universe is run on a ¡ 
broader gauge than our minds c au compass. ! 
We have no proof that God and Christ have 1 
authorized any other means of reform than 1 
through man s appreciation of good, and per 
sonal experience of the results of liis action. 
It seems to me the very height of presump­ 
tion and blasphemy for any one, however 
good orgreat,, lo attempt other means; or to 
trifle with the freedom of man or woman, or 
interfere in any way to lessen their individual 
responsibility. 
What has been termed by theologians “free 
will” lias never been circumscribed and never 
can 1)0 without reducing man to an irrespon­ 
sible thing. 
God does not enforce virtue, 
temperance or piety; but hy allowing us to 
learn hy experience “ what is good.” For 
more than 15 centuries the church, however, 
has been trying the alternative of force and 
superstitious fear, and, of course, has failed 
in employing the Divine sanctions of reason 
and experience, inculcating instead hatred of 
diffi ring opinions and bending all moral ax­ 
ioms and aims to increase her nuthoiity and 
maintain her power over tiie actions and 
beliefs of men. 
No reform or attempt to 
belter human conditions but has met her op­ 
position or negiect. 
Progress lias come to 
jer always from without, never from within. 
And what distinguishes Christianity from the 
elder systems of religiou is that she lias been 
modified and improved, though often unwil­ 
ling, hy the progress of thought going on 
■round her. 
The man coerced to virtue is vicious still, 
and only flatters w ith hypocrisy till espion­ 
age is withdrawn. This is proven by the liis 
tory of the temperance reform. 
In 1810 
John Hawkins and other self “ reformed 
drunkards” began the Washingtonian move­ 
ment. 
They were not Christians iu the 
Church sense, nor political partisans. 
Es­ 
chewing politics and sectarian religion they 
were given a cold shoulder bv the formally 
religious. 
At first it was with difficulty that 
a church veslry or school house i'ould lie ob­ 
tained for their meetings. 
But the iutrinsic 
merits of their reform aoon gave it power, 
■nd shortly marked one of the eras of sobri­ 
ety and abstiaence in our Nation. 
As soon, 
however, as it became popular and they saw 
the car moving, the clerical, the man of law, 
the politician and physician concluded they 
had best get on gnd ride. 
The first sgvv that 
religion was necessary to make men truly 
temperate—that, without grace temperance 
would he counted sin. The lawyer discov­ 
ered that the important tiling to* do was to 
“ make a law ” in order to give their cause 
■ucce8s. 
Even the doctor discovered some­ 
thing advantageous to his craft, aud suggested 
the substitution of the apothecarv for the 
dram shop, and, in the language of a regular 
M. D., insisted that there should lie required 
a physician’s prescription, in place of tiie 
dangerous exercise of private judgment in re­ 
gard to stiinuiants required hy the laity. 
But formalism must triumph. 
“ Each is to 
prohibit himself,” and they establish a gov­ 
ernment of self-control; a very different tiling 
from having a government for everybody hy 
■omebody I 
The true basis of reform can only he 
effected through liberty, not repression; love, 
not violence; by means of equity and knowl­ 
edge of exaot truth as is found in the nature 
and experience of mankind and by promoting 
exact estimates of the value of things. The 
true home, for which you mistakenly sup­ 
pose we are indebted to the religion of the 
Church, had its origin in the human nature 
developed in such freedom as existed under 
the Germanic tribes. The Hebrews and nil 
polygamic nations had harems and seraglios, 
Dut no homes, in the sense you mean; and 
the monogamie Greeks and Latins, with their 
loose sexqal morality, never reached your 
ideal; purity was demanded of the woman 
but not of the man. Does this “divine right” 
prohibit and make things right ?

On going down a hill near the vil 
lag*-, the horse became unmanageable and 
ran away. In its progress a collision occurred 
with a vehicle to which was attached a team 
of horses driven by John Simpson. Mrs. 
Green and her child were violently thrown 
from the wagon. The child was uninjured, 
but Mrs. Green struck on her head and died 
from ner injuries an hour after being con 
veyed to her home.

RECALLING THE NATHAN MURDER. 
A lleged Confession Im plicating a Boatm an 
W ho Once Lived in Kondout. 
On the City page of the JYete York Times 
the following is printed : 
Versions of the Nathan murder, which, it will bo 
remembered, occurred July 28, 1870, and has re­ 
mained a mystery, crop out periodically. The 
latest one was given by a gentleman who called at 
the Timet office yesterday. He said a distant mem­ 
ber of his wile's family married a canal boat Cap­ 
tain named Stephenson about live years ago and 
ived in Buffalo. Stephenson was not of steady hab­ 
its, and occasionally beat and abused his wife. Ho 
took charge of his boat from Roudout, N. Y., to this 
City, and because of this was frequently absent 
from home. He always told bis wife that lie 
visited an old friend of his, a Widow Kelly, who 
lived in Rondout. Stephenson frequently went to 
that town when short of money and always returned 
well supplied with it. About two years ago the Ste­ 
phensons removed to Albany, wh re the man was 
taken mortally sick. When he was informed he was 
about to die. Stephenson sent for a sister connected 
with an Episcopal mission aud told her that he 
wished to make a confession of a crime. His wire 
was in the room at the time and listened with intent- 
ness. Stephenson said that he was the murderer of 
Benjamin Nathan. He declared that at the time of 
the crime he was running a canal boat from Ron­ 
dout to New-York, and while in this City he be­ 
came acquainted with young Kelly, the sou of 
Mr. Nathan's house keeper. They agreed to rob 
and kill the old banker. Stephenson declared that 
the shipwright's “ dog,” with which ttie killing w s 
done, was taken from his boat. Unentered the room 
where Mr. Nathan was found dead, he said, and 
found the latter seated at his desk writing. Taking 
a piece of rop 5 he threw it over his victim’s head 
and dragged him backward to the floor, where he 
killed him with the " dog.”

TH E HINDU G A N EStf. 
The following sketch, from tlie “Religious 
faiths” of India, shows what supreme folly 
may pass under the name of wisdom, and is 
another r-usou why those who possess the 
true wisdom should spread it, rememberin' 
that the entrance of God’s word giveth light: 
OANS.SH, THE HINDU LORD OF HOSTS. 
The Hiudu god Gattesh, or Gaiipati, iu sotne parts 
of ludia called Puliur, is always represented as hav­ 
ing an elephant's head and u very fat. tiody, and 
sometimes as having many hands. He aome- 
t'tnes bus four, and sometimes eight, female 
attendants, some of whom have peacock feath­ 
ers to drive olf flies; others offer him various gifts, 
and all w ish to serve him. The umbrella over his 
head is to shield him from the sun and rain. Many 
siories are told of the way in which lie came to have 
an elephant’s head. One of them is as follows: One 
«lay his nn-ther. Parvnti, went into her private room, 
and placing her son Ganesh at the door, tol l him to 
allow no one to come in. Soon her husband, who 
has many names, such as Shiva, Maliadev, and Shan­ 
kar. came and was about to enter her room. Ganesh 
told his father that his mother had forbidden any 
one to enter. Because the boy opposed him. Shiva 
got angr> and cat off his son's head. When l’arvati 
came to know it, she was wild with grief. So to con­ 
sole he;-, Shiva said: “ Do not cry; I will give him 
ttie head of 
the next living being that 
comes along.' This happened to be an elephant. 
So the gr -at god Shiva cut off the head of the ele­ 
phant. nut it on his sou's body and restored him to 
life. Then he said to Pnrvati: “ Now, what a flue 
sen you have. The «Jephnnt is w isest of animals, 
and your sun shall be the god of wisdom.” Ever 
since then Ganesh has lieen worshipped as the god 
of wisdom. In ev«-ry Hindu school there is an image 
of tins god, whom the sc hoc! children worship daily. 
At the top of every sheet of the alphabet, and at the 
head of every copy which the school children write, 
are the words: “ Sbri Ganesh,” that is, “ The 
Blessed Ganesh."

If the story of a war about a beautitul 
woman proves of such nbsorbing interest wbv should 
not the stories of a war which decided whether the 
people of a Nation should !«; freemen or slaves be of 
interest to all ? Old soldiers love to hear tales of 
victories they helped to win. Mv lecture and story 
tells of one of the prisons of the South during the 
War of the Rebellion. Iu it thousands of Union sol­ 
diers died and within its walls many scenes grave 
aud gay were enacted. I will not tell of what we 
suffered within those walls. I will turn the mirror 
of

with

towards you. Hut before doing so 1 must tell you 
that the stories told of Libby Prison h-tve not been 
xaggerated. My commander,when in the army, was 
Robert H. Milroy. who was, it seemed to those who 
were under him. always fighting. Just previous to 
my capture the editors of the newspapers of the 
South were urging General Lee to invade 
the 
North. 
Sitting on three-legged stools 
they planned out a campaign of inva-ion 
and directed Lee to march on to Baltimore, thence 
co Washington, next to Philadelphia and then *o 
New-York. One Southerner said he expected to

see the day when he would call the roll of his slaves 
at the bane of Bunker Hill monument. Lee. contrary 
to his better judgment, yielded to their demands 
and marched his army towards the North. This 
was an opportunity the Army of the l’otomnc de­ 
sired os it al wavs proved tlmt in a fair square fight 
the Army of the Potomac was u match fortho Army 
of Northern Virginia. 
After sketching the further events that led 
up to his own capture, the Chaplain said : 
Notwithstanding we were rompelled to leave so 
hurriedly, an officer bent over on his horse end 
yelled to me: “Chaplain, what did you do with my 
tent?" Just then the enemy’s urtillery was heaid 
irom, and it was not until two years afterwards tl at 
I was permitted to tell the officer what I ha«l dine 
with his tent. 1 belonged to the one Hundred and 
Twenty-Second Ohio Volunteers, recruited i«« the 
central portion of Ohio. We marched mitof Zcnes 
▼ille with 1)65 men and came back with 150 men. 
One of the greatest liouois I have had iu 
life is to have it to say that I was the Cnaplain of 
the one Hundred and Twenty-Second Ohio Voluu 
teers, the bravest soldiers that ever lived. There 
were In the Regiment, when we started for the front 
360 men who could lead a prayer meeting. You 
cannot recruit such men m saloons or in gam 
bliug 
hells. They 
were 
true 
men 
and 
brave fighters. They tought their way out 
on the occasion of my capture, and left myself, the 
Surgeon and our cook behind. When we found our 
selves in the enemy’s lines we held a council and th 
Surgeon made a suggestion which was com foiling 
to me. It was that I should k.-ep right on assisting 
him in caring for th«; wounded and it would be “all 
right.” I did so, and in time apjienred lie fore our 
ca; tor, General liaily. I was constituted the spokes 
man, when we received orders to r.-pcrt to the Gen 
eral, and I told him tnat the Surgeon and bis staff 
had been detained within bis lines caring for the 
wounded and now that our labors were completed, 
we desired to be sent through the lines to our com 
mand. The old man smiled and said: “You Yan 
kees have been shouting ‘On to Richmond,’ and 
now 
I will give you a chance to get 
there." We reached Richmond and wen.) soon out­ 
side the grim old walls of Libby Prison, known to 
the soldiers as the “ Libby Hotel ” and " Hotel De 
Libbv.” The firs! thing to undergo was to b 
searched. 1 had 880 in my pockets. This, you will 
thins, was u phenomenal sum lora minister to have 
in his pocket, but it was not mine. It. belonged to 
the men in my regiment, and some of it was given 
me with the words: “ Chaplain you stand a letter 
show to come out of the nex: engagement than I do, 
send this $10 to my wife” or mother as th-case 
might be. I told the searcher that the money di 1 
not belong to me, but he only said: “ Nevermind, 
it's mine now, and I will give you a receipt of th- 
Southern Confederacy for it.” I took the receipt 
and afterwards received 56J Confederate dollars, 
which I sent to the men of whom I had re­ 
ceived the money, but as a Confederate dol­ 
lar would buy only eight apples and it was 
not long before the time when 25 Confederate dollars 
were necessary to procure a one dollar greenback, 
by the dqpble rule of three you may bo abl- to fig­ 
ure out how much the money was worth to the men 
to whom I sent it. » * * The next man searched 
was a Colonel. When be took his station, 1 know­ 
ing that he hau just been paid i'ff. and had $700 iu 
hi3 pockets, wondered if be had attempted to con­ 
ceal t he money and would tell a lie. 1 bad assured 
myself that if he did under such circumstances the 
sin would be forgiven. When the question was asked 
" Have you any money?” the Colonel put on an air 
of injured innocence aud said: “ Look and see.” 
The searcher d«l not loon for any money, an«! it 
went into tne prison with the Colonel, much to nty 
satisfaction, for I borrowed some of it afterward. 
* * * When we entered the prison I expected to 
see a lot of sad faces. Not so, however, and though 
the Inmates had much to make them feel 
sad their faces did not always show it and the first 
salute we received was “ Fresh fish! Fresh fish!!” 
Among the 000 inmates were dominies and lawyers, 
merchants and farmers und the only greeting for us 
gentlemen they liad was “ Fresh fish.” Oo arriving 
inside one of them stepped up to me and said: “How 
are you, old man. Welcome to Libby Hotel. What 
did you do with your baggage ? Here, James, show 
this gentleman to room 36. Everything in the hotel 
is at your disposal, make yoiirself p* rfectly at 
home.’’ When night came we began to wonder 
where we would sleep and when the guard cams we 
aske«l him and were shown a place to lie down. * 
* * * Jefferson Davis in recent speeches has said 
there isn't a reconstructed woman in the South, in 
which statement I do not agree, but if it be true, 
tbank God the women of the North are rocking 
cradles and raising another crop of boys into whose 
minds patriotism und love of the flag is lielng in­ 
stilled and they will be ready to save the Re­ 
public if it is ever aeuin in danger. * * * * * 
“ Willie,” our cook, the Doctor and myself were told 
to “ put our heads against the door” when we lay 
down. Soon afterward I was startled by a loud 
command—“ Right wheel.” I was fairly well posted 
on Hardies tactics but in those the orders were in 
the perpendicular but these horizontal tactics I did 
not understand but I soon found out that when a 
man's bones became sore from lying on the bard 
floor be gave tbe order right wheel and he and ail tbe 
men in his ’ row' turned over on the right side and 
when the order was “ left wheel” on the left sida. 
The Chaplain told of the attempts success­ 
ful and unsuccessful to escupe from the 
pilson. Of the fights in ihe forests of Vir­ 
ginia between escaping Union soldiers and 
blood hounds, aud then resumed tlie prison 
experiences: 
One (lay a former acquaintance of mine who was 
then a Captain in the Confederate army came in the 
prison and made himself known to me aud asked if 
there was any favor he could do fcr me. I told him 
I would like to have a book, which I named. Th-> 
book came in due tune and when my comrades in 
prison saw it they wanted to know how I got it. I 
told them and then thby wanted to know if I could 
not get them books. When my Southern fri-nd 
came again I sent with him for books and we kept 
on buying books and in time accumulated 
many. We bad 70 French grammars and 
a member of the Fifth New-York Cavalry instructed 
us iu French. We also had classes in Latin and 
Greek. There were 40 lawyers in the prisou aud they 
established a law school, held court, subpoenosed 
witnesses and arrested criminals. I hey graduated 
one Btiuleut, Benjamin F. Blair, of Brooklyn, to-day 
one of the brightest luwyers iu tbe country.” 
After telling of the newspaper published 
in prison the Chaplain related the story of 
how President Lincoln saved Ihe lives of two 
| -Union captains bv a threat to retaliate by ex­ 
ecuting General Fitz Hugh Lee and Captain 
Winder and said: 
I bave been told that Lincoln could not liave 
showed a Christian spirit by threatening retaliation 
but it was in this instance a necessary act and in a 
f;reat measure prevented the enemies of this Repub- 
ic from destroying It. * * * * * What did we 
do at the close of the war? We did something that no 
other nation in tbe world would have done,we allowed 
66 Confederate Generals who had been in rebellion 
for four or more year* against their country to go 
into its Congress and make its laws. It was a peri­ 
lous thiug to do. 
The Chaplain told the story of the surren­ 
der of Lee and Grant’s magnanimity in refus­ 
ing to take the beautiful sword which had 
been presented to General Lee by the State 
of Virginia. He said: 
Wellington would have taken it; Napoleon would 
have taken it; Caesar would have taken it, but only 
a Grant could refuse it. One hundred years from 
now people will under-tand Grant’s great character. 
The Chaplain told of the effect of the news 
of victories upon the Union prisoners; of 
how the Fourth of July was celebrated; of 
Ihe difficulties of the Flag Committee, who 
could procure red und blue shirting in the 
prison, but not white, and how angry the 
imprisoned tailor was who made the flag 
when the Rebel guard, that discovered it 
hanging to the rafters, said: “ Wbut you 
Yanks doing with that thing up there ? ” The 
Chaplain, in telling how the news of the fall 
of Vicksburg was received, said; 
About the pri3on was a colored man named Jack­ 
son. He was a sort of scavenger, who cleaned up 
the rooms and "smoked us,” as he called it. One 
morning he come In singing: “Here s your good 
Union smoke; General Grant is in Vicksburg.” We 
sang “Old Hundred" first and then a Psuhn, and 
wound up with “Yankee Doodle.” A Rebel, 
who passed the prison walls, said : "You Yanks up 
there will soon sing on the other side of vour faces," 
and we did, for we soon heard from Gettysburg. 
We had a singing school, and singing was taught In 
the old-fashioned way, by beating time. 
The Chaplain, in telling of (he humors of 
prison life, said one of the conundrums given 
out was “Why is Libby Prison like a literary 
institution?”’ The answer was: “Because it 
has lice-see-um.” The Chaplain then told of 
bis experience with those vermin when ill for

The Common Council of this City met last 
night. A quorum was present. Mayor New­ 
kirk presided. 
A communication from Frank McGovern 
was read. It stated that $120 damage had 
b.Aui done to sewer pipes owned by him ou 
Pierpout street, on the night of Hallow­ 
e’en, by malicious persons, and that he in­ 
tended to hold the City responsible. 
A. VanBuren appeared for C. DuBois, 
manager of the Kingston Opera House, and 
G. Liseomb, proprietor of Liscomb’s Opera 
House. He asked that the Common Council 
modify the ordinance fixing a license for ex­ 
hibitions. He said that the halls were not 
bonanzas to the proprietors, and that the 
high fee imjtosed would be oppressive to 
them. He advocated an annual license fee 
of $50, which would be as much as they could 
afford to pay. 
Alderman Dolson moved that the ordi­ 
nance be amended by adding thereto a sec­ 
tion “ that proprietors of public halls may, 
in lieu of a license fee, pay to tlie Treasurer 
or Mayor of the City, in advance, semi an­ 
nually, an annual license ot $59 per year.” A 
Mderuian Brinnier moved as an ameutf- 
mcnt, that it lie at le.ast $75. Carried. 
Ahierman Measter said that the Uniformed 
Rank, Knights of Pythias, requested per 
mission to (trill in the City Hall two nights 
next week. 
On motion of Alderman Thompson per­ 
mission was granted. 
The Committee on Auditing accounts re­ 
ported a number of bills. Tlie report was 
adopted. The Committee reported, for tlie 
consideration of tlie Common Council, bills 
of Officers Cahill, Sullivan, Johnson and Bar 
ry for patrolling Union-avenue and doin 
other special police duty to the amount of 
$658. 
Alderman Dederiek moved that the Audit 
iug Committee be instructed to audit the 
bills.A long debate followed. Alderman Wieber 
opposed I be payment of the bill. Aldermen 
Dolson, TenBroeck. Brinnier, Mayor New 
kirk, Flynn, Dederiek and Measter were in 
favor of paying. A vote resulted: Ayes 8 
noes 5. 
Alderman Kirclmcr, of tlie Committee on 
Lamps, reported on the petition of the new 
Electric Light Company, asking the privilege 
ot placing jiolcs in tlie streets, etc. lie recoin 
mended that the prayer of the petitioners be 
granted on the conditions that the poles and 
the wires he located under the direction of 
the Street Superintendent and City Engineer, 
the poles to be set as near the curbstone as 
possible, the City to have the rielit to use the 
poles for hanging wires and maintaining 
system of fire alarms, the company to main 
tain two electric lights in front oí tlie City 
Hall, the company to give a bond of indem­ 
nity to the City against any action that might 
be brought for dduiages caused by such poles, 
wires, etc.

about to die. Stephenson sent for a stater connected 
with an Episcopal mission aud told her th a t he 
w ishej to m ake a confession of a crim e.

Stephenson said that he was the m urderer of 
Benjamin N athan 
He declared that at the time of 
the crime he was nm niug a canal l>oat from Ron­ 
dout to New-York, a n i while in this City he be­ 
cam e acquainted with young Kelly, tile son <T

N athan's house keeper. They agreed to rob 
aud kill the old banker 
Stephenson declared that 
the shipw right's ** dog," with which the h id in g " * 
done, was taken from his b >at. He entered the room 
where Mr. N athan was found dead, he said, and 
found the latter seated at his desk w riting. Taking 
a piece of rep • lie threw it over his victim ’!; head 
and dragged him backw ard to the floor, wb re he 
killed blin with the “ dug.”
